THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


The interstate commerce law was enacted 
to mollify the prejudices of two or three 
states in the West, in which the Granger ele­ 
ment was strong, against the railroads. They 
had been discriminated against in the ubip- 
.-•/* their crops: the farmer in Indiana or 
Michigan c u a iL .i,. ., 
^ 
could «end his 
wheat to Chicago, paying frctgiu 
jt 
from his local point, and have it shipped 
thence to New York cheaper than to ship it 
direct from his local station to the seaboard. 
He has found out his mistake. 
The effect of 
the law was to raise- the through or " Ion 
haul ” rates to correspond with th e “ shoit 
haul)’-’ rates, and the prices of the products 
of the whole section have to l>c forced down 
to meet the general increase. 
Charles Francis Adams, one of the most 
compete-nt and reliable railroad authorities in 
the country, explained the effects of the law 
upon railroad property in his address before 
the Boston’Commercial Club last Saturday. 
He first referred to the inhibition of pooling 
in the act. 
Pooling bad been practiced to 
keep tlic weaker railroads alive. 
The busi­ 
ness was so divided that tbe lesá favored cor­ 
porations had a share of the traffic. The 
abolition of pooling, be said, is grinding the 
«nailer and local railroads out of existence 
or causing them to be alisorbcd into the few- 
great 
systems 
into which the railroads 
Of 
the 
country 
are 
rapidly crystalliz­ 
ing. 
The effect of the long and short 
haul clause Is similar. 
Short roads do not 
have the long haul, which brings in the profit. 
Traffic, under tbe provision of the act, must 
inevitably seek the railroad haring tbe lang 
haul to the moat distant aud largest centre. 
The smaller distributing points are in conse­ 
quence being deprived of their markets, be­ 
cause those who formerly bought of them 
Can get the same goods on better terms from 
the larger and mote distant center. The old

towns that were bonded to aid iu the con­ 
struction of the railroads, and an equal spirit 
of fairness and Uindlv feeling on the part of 
the towns not bonded. 
It is highly import 
ant that the question at issue should be de­ 
termined by tiie court of last resort. 
It is 
also extremely important that the litigation 
should go on v, ithout irritation between the 
towns representing different sides. 
It would 
lie easy to create a feeling of bitterness and 
array the bonded and nou-bonded towns iuto 
two hostile forces. 
That is entirely unneces 
sary. 
Counsel on both sides, as well as Su­ 
pervisors with whom it lias been my fortune 
to come iu contact, have acted in a way that 
has indicated a desire to avoid any such feel 
ing. 
The only question involved is one of 
law. 
The facts cannot be seriously disputed. 
The question which the towns not bonded 
waut to present is,whether,upon all the facts, 
tliev are compelled to pay. 
if the courts say 
they are obliged to pay they will do so. 
But 
they ought not to lie asked to pay until the 
Court of Appeals has determined their lia 
bility. 
I dare say towns which commenced 
hctiou, yesterday’, simply began them to save 
their rights under the statute of limitations 
1 assume their counsel advised them to take 
speedy action iu view of the possible conse- 
queuees of that statute. 
I do not believe 
there is a desire on the part of any bonded 
town to take a snap judgment. 
If the en­ 
tire County is willing to assume the expense 
of this litigation.all right, but I doubt if that 
be so. 
The non-bonded towns, after a con­ 
ference. decided tbe fairest thing to do 
would be to ask the Board for permission to 
conduct the litigation iu its name, and upon 
the stipulation and express agreement that 
they, the uon-bonded towns, lnar the ex­ 
penses and cost of the defense. 
Nothing can 
lie fairer or more equitable than that. 
They 
say iu effect ‘ if you will permit us to con 
test 
and 
take

question, 
we 
will 
pay 
the 
bill, 
if 
unsuccessful.’ 
Vs to the question asked by Supervisor Has- 
brouck : ’ Will the act of the Supervisors 
representing bonded towns bind their suc-ccs 
stirs in office, and bind their towns hereaf­ 
ter? ’ 
Nothing is clearer a s a question of 
law. 
The tow u is a political division, not a 
municipal corporation, as some scc-in to 
think. 
As apolitical division of the State 
represented under the law by its Supervisor 
in the Board, every act of that Supervisor in 
the Board as a member of the Board in his 
otlicial capacity, in the line of the authority 
conferred by statute, is absolutely hindin 
upon his successor. The action of these geti 
tienten, 
representing 
non bunded 
tow ns,

is binding upon their successors in office. 
It 
must be apparent to every member of the 
Board that for the next 10 or 10 years the 
bonded tow ns w ill have a numerical superi 
ority in the Board of Supervisor.

Supervisor of a nou-bonded town should un­ 
dertake to repudiate the action taken here by 
his predecessor, the bonded portion of the 
County has the power to assess the expenses 
of the litigation iqnm the uon-bonded por 
tion. 
The loaded portion of this County 
suffers uo risk. 
The majority has the matter 
entirely in its ow n hands, aud simply does 
that which in all fairness it ought, gives the 
tight to the uon-bonded portion to come in 
and defend this lawsuit without Wing forced 
to go to the courts. 
An application to the 
courts will of necessity create irritation. The 
whole thing can go on in a friendly wav w ith­ 
out stirring up bitterness and ill will, and 
both sides will bow to the final decision of 
the Court of -VpiH-als.” 
A. G. Vanburen, counsel for the bonded 
towns, said: “ There is little to W' said on 
this subject. 
It is whether the bonded ;owns 
will give the non bonded towns an opportun 
ity to defend this action. 
By passing this 
resolution thev cannot lie injured, so far as 
the suite themselves are concerned. 
The 
idea suggested by Mr. Clearwater, aud which 
is knowu to every member of the Board, is 
that the bonded towns control the Board and

It will do no harm to their 
rights or to the action which has been com­ 
menced if the resolution is passed.

I do think if 
the resolution is voted down the nou-bonded 
tow ns would have extreme difficulty, if they 
are able at all. to get au opportunity to in 
terpose a defense. 
I think it extremely 
doubtful whether they could get in court at 
all to defend lítese suits.” 
Supervisor Spore said ; “ Does not the law 
make it iK-remptory on the County Treasurer 
to set aside this money. Is there any necessity 
for taking this action or bringing any action 
in tbe courts to compel him to do it in the 
future? ” 
Mr. V anburen—" W e say he is, and conn 
*el for the non-bonded towns say he is not." 
Mr. Spore— " Does not the law make it 
peremptory.” 
31 r. Vanburen—" We say ‘ yes.’ They say 
‘no t’ ” 
3Ir. Clearwater—“ We say on the part of 
the non bonded portion of the County, a’n 
entirely different state of affairs exist than 
thal which has existed in any case which 
has been passed upon by the courts. 
On the 
part of the lionded towns they say that the 
situation in Ulster is so nearly parallel to 
those cases that have been passed upon 
that the courts will not treat the difference 
as of sufficient consequence to distinguish in 
their decision. 
The non-bonded portion of 
Ulster claims the right to have that question 
settled. 
It would be unfair to deprive them 
of that right. 
And I do 
not think any 
fair-minded inan has n disposition to do it. 
It is better to treat this subject fairly on both 
sides, bonded and non-bonued. than to get up 
a terrific feeling which can do no good, and 
must in the end do a great deal of harm. Our 
attitude is that the non-homled portiou arc 
willing to submit this to the Court of last re­ 
sort ami abide by its decision.” 
Supervisor Spore—"Is it necessary tocarry 
all the cases there ? ” 
Mr. Clearwater—"N o, only a test case of 
each class.” 
Supervisor Spore—"Suppose the County 
Judge should say the towns should be com­
